Dr. Cantine’s Memorial Sermon. 


That was a strong sermon which Dr. 
Cantine, of the Fort-street Methodist 
Church, preached before the Grand 
Army veterans and his congregation 
yesterday morning. Yet it was not 
exactly a memorial sermon. Leaving 
to others the task of reviewing the he- 
roic struggles and sacrifices and the 
noble achievements of the war, and re- 


ory of the noble dead, he addressed 
himself to the living. I take it for 
granted,“ he said, that you of this 
audience who fought for the perpetuity 
of this Government in the dark days 
are willing to live for the Government 
today.“ And then he delivered a dis- 
course on present issues which should 
stir the heart of every patriot. 

We have long thought that if preach- 
ers generally would follow Longfellow’s 
advice and Let the dead past bury 
its dead.“ historically, theologically and 
metaphysically, devoting their efforts 
more to awakening the thoughts and 
quickening the consciences of their 
| hearers on questions of duty to be de- 
cided by them from day to day, the 
preachers would preach less to empty 
benches and would wield a far greater 
influence in the land. Men and women 
look to their pastors not so much for 
instruction as for sound moral advice, 
and how is advice to benefit them unless 
it refers to something which they are 
to do or not to do? 

Dr. Cantine’s discourse is presented 
in extenso in other columns of today’s 
Times. It is worthy a perusal by every 
thoughtful and conscientious citizen. 
Especially should it be studied by 
young men who are newly facing po- 
litical responsibilities, and who cannot 
be too thoroughly warned of the evils 
which the pastor sets forth as threaten- 
ing our nation. The dangers of crimi- 
nal and pauper immigration from the 
Old World are strongly drawn. Con- 
trasting the check which has been 
given to Chinese immigration with 
the latitude allowed immigration 
from the other side of the world, he 
draws this strong simile: ‘‘To close a 
scuttle in the roof tokeep out an offend- 
ing sparrow, and leave open and un- 
guarded the broad front door toa 
hungry and malignant mob, is not, in 
my estimation, good statesmanship.”’

When the reporters attached to the 
daily press of Los Angeles think it is 
time to impart some information as to 
the progress which this aty iamaking in 
buildings, they go skurrying around 
among the architects and collect such 
data as they find available.

They visit half a dozen out of the 
twenty or more offices and obtain such 
points about the more important build- 
ings in hand or centemplated as the 
owners or architects are willing to dis- 
close. This incomplete and sometimes 
not too reliable information is given in 
the best form possible for a hurried ar- 
ticle, and from it the public gain a 
fragmentary knowledge of the city's 
improvements. Of the large number 
of less pretentious structures which are 
not placed in the hands of the architects 


tion. How unsatisfactory these partial 
and irregular reports are nobody appre- 
ciates more thoroughly than the news- 
paper men themselves, but no better 
sources of information are available 
for them, and they simply do the best 
they can. What an improvement over 
this helter-skelter process it would be 
if the city had an officer whose duty 
should be to keep statistics of build- 
ings, a permit being required from 
him before the erection of any house is 
allowed! Then we should have sta- 
tistics, full and reliable, and the pub- 
lic could contemplate the growth of 
Los Angeles with some degree 1 
satisfaction.

Just below the White House and one mile 
down the ayenue from the Capitol rises the 
gloomy structure known as the Unit ed States 
treasury. It has many columns along its 


front and sides, and it looks for all the world | gas 


as if it was the sarcophagus of some great 
giant of the time of the mastodons. Its 
stones are discolored with the weather of two 
_ generations, and its massivenesa makes it as 
gloomy as n tomb. The doors of the base- 
ment appear to be cut into the walls, and as 


Von enter you feel as though you were going 


into a prison. Within you find your sur- 


roundings much like those of the catecombs, 


and the passages go in so many directions 
that one might easily get lost and wander for 
some time before finding his way out. Here 
one may find many strange things which the 
outside world never dreams of. He would 
see other industries going on than those of 
money making and money keeping, ahd he 
might study halt a dozen trades in the lower 
basement, and have his meals served at the 
restaurant of this ake city. 


Its every 


part is honey combed with industry, and 


_ from basement to attic it is filled with strange 


_ characters and curious sights. In this letter 


— 


I wish to treat of the attic alone. 
up under the roof, and it composes t wo acres 
of floor, upon Which the feet of visitors 
rarely tread. It is li hted by little windows 
looking out of the walls, and it is cut up 
into rooms, halls and corridors, the most 01 
which are packed with records and docu- 
ments. All the papers relating to the treas- 
ury department during the past 100 years are 
carefully kept, and today as I walked 
through wall after wall of files it seemed to 
me that I covered miles in going up ono 
aisle and down another. There were thous- 
ands of bank notes, millions of reporta, and 
millions of accounts showing the labors of 
thousands, year after year, since the govern- 
ment was founded. As I looked at the tons 
of careful writing I could not belp thinking 
of the brains and muscle represented uy 
them. There is-enough manuscript here, I 
should judge, to carpet the state of New 
York, and fully half of it is made up of fig- 
ures, Every line of these millions upon mil- 
lions of papers consume: a certain amount of 
musele in its writing, and here is represented 
the life works of an army now dead. The in- 
_ ternal revenue records alone comprise enough 
old paper to keep the Holyoke mills busy for 
weeks and the stubs of all the tobacco stamps 
ever granted are here. Of the letters re- 
ceived and those sent by the different com- 
‘missioners, the records of all the department 


„throughout its history are here properly in- 


dexed and laid away. 

The files of the secretary proper have. a 
hall to themselves, large enough almost for a 
baseball ground, and the walls or files in this 
hall contain 14,000 file boxes. Two walls of 
files contain the certificates of deposit of al! 
the national banks of the country, also the 
important papers which make the assistant 
treasurers of the United States responsible 
for the millions of money which they receive. 


Here I met a little old man, who told me he 


had been the treasury denartment over 
fi.ty years, und as I looked on him I thought 
he was a fit accompaniment to the old, yel- 

low, musty records he was guarding. He sat 
at a little square table, between two walls of 
papers running up to the ceiling. His eyes 
were small and sharp, his hair iron gray, and 
slightly bald at the top.

Jaboratory here, As I entered he was stand- 
ing before the top of a little miniature bake 
oven like furnace, and with a pair of tongs 
was moving about some thimble like pots of 
gold and silver which were steaming away 
within it. The furnace was not much bigger 
than a pasteboard shoe box, but it glowed 
with the heat of that furnace, which was 
heated seven times hotter than used to test 
the faith of the children of Israel. The 
asu Vor told’ me he was testing samples of an 
issne of 180,000 twenty dollar gold pieces, 
which were recently made by the New 
Orleaus mint, and I watched him while he 
rolled a twenty dollar gold piece to the 
thinness of the finest needle. The moment 
the coins are issued these samples are sent to 
him. He rolls them out, melts them and tests 
their quality by means of chemicals. He can 
tell to the atom the amount of gold in a coin, 

and he also analyzes counterfeit coins and 
geives their composition to the secret service 
bureau for aid in the detection of counter- 


feiters. The coins from the mint are sent in 


an envelope marked with the date of coinage 


in which are a num- 
ber ot the finest scales, ranging in all sizes 
froma miniature copy of the one which 
the silver in the vaults. to one so deli- 
cats that it will weigh u heir. At the request

e walked down the corridor from the 
‘ assayer’s Office a stench like that of the cook- 
ing of rancid butter greeted out nostrils. and 
looking up we saw a sign over the door signi- | - 


fying that within were the headquarters of the 
chemist of the internal revenue department. 
This ia a new office, aud it was established 
last November in accordance with the new 
oleomargarine law. Here all the bad butter 
and oleomargarine of the country is tested. 


It is sent in pound pieces by the internal rev- 


enue collectors throughout the United States. 
The chemist boils and cooks it here day after 
day, and seems to grow fat over it. As 
1 entered, the chemist was standing 
before a table on which a number of 
jets were burning under as many 
3 kettles and pans. The chemist, 
a tall, fine looking man, with blue eyes and a 
gray mustache, was standing in his shirt 


sleeves and stirring some butter which he was 
testing. He tells me that he has plenty to do- 
and that be has enough work on hand to keep 

him busy for months at least. He showed me 
a refrigerator in which there was a great 
stock of butter and oleomargarine to be 
tested, and he explained to me the process of 
finding whether the butter was pure or made 
of fats. If it is not pure the maker is subject 
to a fine, and he must pay the tax required 
for the selling of the olemargarine. He toll 
ine that he did not particularly mind the 
smell, and that one soon got used to it. He 
does not think good oleomargarine at all bad 
eating, and says when it is new you can tell 
i; from butter only by analyzation. 


* * 

I next went to the life saving museum 
and spent some time in looking over the eu- 
rious models, and from there I visited the car- 
pet room, where the carpets for all the offices 
connected with the treasury department 
throughout the country are made, When a 
customs office in New York, for instance, 
wants a carpet, its official sends on to the 
treasury department a diagram of the room. 
The treasury buys the carpet, cuts it accord- 
ing to the diagram, sews it together and 
sends it to the office ready for putting down. 
It buys in large quantities, and it gets for $1 
what costs perhaps the ordinary customer 
$1.50. It thussaves the people many thou- 
sands of dollars yearly, and the government 
of the United States is run ona closer basis 
than people suppose. This treasury depart- 
ment buys everything in quantity, and it 
supplies nearly everything to its subordinate 
offices over the country, Every penny is 
watched, and he is & sharp contractor indeéd 
who can get ahead of Uncle Sam. This car- 
pet 2 of the treasury department is as big 
as that of the ordinary city hall. Its walls 
arepiled high with great bundles of Brussels 
carpet, and at one end there is a sort of a bin 
which contains thousands upon thousands of 
yards, Upon the floor lie carpets sewed and 
realy to be sent out, af every shape and size, 
and in the window sit two women busily 
sewing. ‘They have sewed here for years, and. 
these women make up nearly all of the gov- 
ernment carpets. The carpet is cut out by a 
professional cutter aud handed over to them. 
They take it on two wooden horses much like 
those used by a carpenter, so that the two 
edges to be sewed together are held even. 
They then sew at these, moving their chairs 
along as they do so. They are very expert, 
and can turnout many yards of carpet aday. 
I chatted with them as they busily plied the 
needle, and they told me that though the 
work was hard the pay was good, and they” 
liked their positions, 

In another room I once found a number of 
young ladies busily working away at stamps. 
The law had been changed and tke treasury 
wanted to change some old stamps to cor- 
respond with it, They were doing this with 
hand stamps, and these stamps were operated 
by treasury maidens. As I looked at their 
small hands and delicate white wrists I asked 
the guide did not they get very tired pound- 
ing down on that paper all day. He re- 
plied yes; at first they could hardly work the 
second day, but they gradually br oke them- 
selves into it and 2 55 very well. 


There is a library aud a bookbindery also 
in the attic of the treagury, aud Mrs, Kim 
ball, the librarian, tells me that the govern 
meut clerks are as a class readers, and that 
there is a large demand for the better au- 
thorities upon history and biograp'y. She 
says the negroes of the department patronize 
it largely, and that their taste does not ran 
to novels, but rather to history, politics and 
religion, 

Speaking of the treasury clerks, they are 
mach excited, as are indeed all clerks at 
Washington, about the new civil service 


| rules, which provide that old clerks shall un- 


sdergo civil service examinations. Many of 
them are studying their school text books, 
and it looks rather queer to see a gray haired 
man or woman witha spelling book in their 
hards. It is rather ridiculous tao sometimes; 
as for instance I am told that the most ex 
pert of the lady counters of the treasury—a 
woman who has a national reputation for ac- 
curately fingering a certain number of thou- 
sand bank notes in a day—is now engaged 
during all of her leisure mee in studying 
geography, Frank G. CARPENTER.

A Green Mountain Boy Relates Some 
of His Adventures as a Disburser of 
War Time Literature In 


But it is not, as any old soldier with warm 
the pleasure brought by a 
paper in camp will attest, 
The life of the army newsboy was nothing 
if not exciting. Oftentimes it was necessary 
for them to run the gauntlet of Confederate 
scouting 


The most noted ot the class was “Doe” 
Aubrey, of “the Iron brigade,” and who has 
the honor of being the only newsboy captured 
during the war. He was confined in Libby 
prison for six weeks and then released. At 
that time “Doc” was a harum scarum young- 
ster of 15. He now resides in Milwaukee, 
and is one of the leading members of the Iron 
Brigade association. This brigade was com- 
posed of the Second, Sixth and Seventh Wis- 
consin, Nineteenth Indiana and Battery B, 
United States artillery. The Twenty-fourth 
Michigan was afterward added. The brigade 
was commanded by King, Merideth, Cutler, 
Gibbon and Bragg, all well known names. 
Doc“ attached himself to the brigade when 
the order was issued allowing only one news- 
boy to a division, for the reason that 
Wisconsin troops were found to be the best 
customers, although he was by birth a 
“Green Mountain boy” and jad three 
brothers in a Vermont regiment. 

He was captured soon after the battle of 
Antietam. After the review which inaugu- 
rated Burnside’s succession to the 
of the Ariny of the Potomac, “Doc” thought 
he would attempt to reach Washington, 
thirty-one miles distant, and get back with 2 
supply of papers, none having been received 
in camp for some weeks. 

The road was known to be beset with Con- 
federate scouting parties, and he was prom- 
ised capture before he started by some of the 
camp croakers.

“I arrived in Washington,” said Aubrey,

He was short and rather stout, 
‘with a full, sandy red beard flowing down 
over his breast. He was very kind, and at 
the close of my examination, which included 
questions in regard to my trip and what I 
had seen, he put bis hand reassuringly on my 
shoulder, and said: ‘I believe you are what 
you say,a Green Mountain boy, and have 
told me the truth. Sergeant, take him with 
you to your quarters and see that he is pro- 
vided for.’ 


“That ended the interview. 

J followed the sergeant out on this, went to 
his quarters, tied my horse with his at the 
rail, and for the night was 
The next morning, however, 
over to the guard, which was starting with 
forty or fifty prisoners for Richmond, We 
that afternoon and were 
marched at once to Libby prison.

' ARBITRARY AND UNJUST TREATMENT 

4 OF THE BAND OF HOPE. 
Los ANGELES, May 29.—{To the Ra- 
 ftor of Tun Tores.] This morning 
over 200 persons assembled at the 
| Unie Depot to goon the excursion of 
on the Loyal Band of Hope to Santa 
Monica. When the cars were partially 
filled the doors were locked and en- 
trance to or exit therefrom denied until 
after the train had passed the city 
limits. Parties holding excursion 
tickets attempting to enter the cars at 
the Commercial-street Depot were de- 
8 nied admittance, and some of those 
who held the tickets of the excursion 
and chanced to get into the wrong cars 
were not only ref admission to 
the chartered cars, but were obliged to 
y their full fare or be put off the 


The events which led up to and pre- 
ceded those just narrated are as fol- 
lows: Early in the current month the 
Loyal Band of Hope decided to have an 


excursion to Santa Monica, and I, as 
superintendent, proceeded to arran 
for the same. On calling at the rail- 


road superintendent’s office I was told 

that I could charter cars at the rate of 

$30 per car, and it was distinctly stated 

that I could put as many persons in a. 

car as I chose, provided the cars were 

not too crowded, and that no one was 
obliged to stand on the platforms. On 
this understanding a day was chosen, 
tickets issued and a rate was arranged 

for tickets of 60 cents for full and 30 

cents for half fare. On this basis it 

Was arranged to give the children one 
ticket for every six full fare tickets 
sold. This rate was upon 
‘In order that the cars need not 
be crowded uncomfortably. This 

morning the person in charge at the 
depot informed me when I came to dy 
tor the cars that no more than. 
persons would be permitted in each om, 
and that when that number had en- 
teied the train hands would close and 
lock the doors. I remonstrated, and, 
but for the disappointment to the chil- | 
dren would have broken up the excur- 
sion and returned the money to ticket 
purchasers, but, considering that, I 
submitted to the imposition, paid $90 
for three cars, and the train, with 
three cars whereof the doors were 
carefully locked, moved off. The 
cars were not by any means crowded; 
there was no necessity for anyone’s 
standing, at any rate not before the 
train reached the Commercial-street 
Depot. Here there was a small number 
of passengers in waiting, who were de- 
nied admission to the train, and when-
